NEW YORK, April 2.—(4)—The 
conviction that the country is defi- 
hitely emerging from the depression 
was spread upon the record today by 
the head of the country’s biggest 

industrial units, and by the chief of 
the governments most powerful fi- 
naneing agency. 

Myron C. Taylor, chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation, told 
stockholders at their annual meeting in 
Hoboken that revival was no longer 
a matter of opinion, but a matter of 
fact, 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president of 
General Motors Corporation, while 
critical of some aspects of the recov- 
ery program, said in his annual re- 
port to stockholders that “industrial 
recovery is under way with the irre- 
sistible force.” 

Jesse Jones, chairman of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, in 
an interview in Washington, pointed 
to the now definite expectations that 
the RFO will run _$500,000,000 
under budget estimates for the fiscal 
year ending in June, as clear evidence 
of better conditions. 

Bankers Trying To Make Loans. 

Jones said that bankers are now 
trying to make loans, that money can 
be borrowed. through normal chan- 
nels more easily, and that demand for 
government support is less than an- 
ticipated. He said he looked for furth- 
er business pickup after congress ad- 
journs. 

The statements of these chieftains 
of business and finance were viewed 
in Wall Street as distinctly signifi- 
cant at this time, inasmuch as April

Insull Placed in Jail 
To Await Extradition 


Formal Arrest of Former Utilities Magnate 
Made by Turkish Authorities as Assembly 
Ratifies Treaty With United States. 


ISTANBUL, April 2.—(#)—Sam-, 
uel Insull ended another phase of his 
flight from American justice in a 
Turkish. prison today and awaited ex- 
tradition to the United States. 

The most famous modern-day fugi- 
tive, wanted in Chicago on charges 
of embezzlement and larceny growing 
out of the collapse of the vast pub- 
lic utilities empire he once ruled, was 
arrested and ordered for return 
to Illinois to face: indictments 
from which he had fled. 

He was held in the house of deten- 
tion tonight and the government an- 
ounced that he would be handed 
over to American authorities as soon 
as they appear with the papers neces- 
sary for the formal transfer from 
Turkish hands to those of officers rep- 
resenting Insull's adopted, land. 

With tears in his eyes and an 
acutely dejected look on his face, In- 
sull was taken prisoner in the Hotel 
London in a suburb of the capital, 
where he had gone in the morning 
with a squad of detectives, who, even 
at that time, had him practically in 
custody. 

Placed in the detention institution, 


Insull ended his strange and exciting 
odyssey of several weeks aboard the 
little tramp steamer Maiotis which he 
had chartered in Greece as a tempo- 
rary haven until he could find what 
he thought might be a refuge from 
arrest and extradition. 

How long he must remain in cus- 
tody here could not be determined to- 
night. There were no American ar- 
resting officers near Turkey and some 
circles believed that it might be neces- 
sary to have officers sent here from 
the United States. 

In Washington, officials indicated 
that President Roosevelt might depu- 
tize an American citizen in Turkey 
to act as a special police officer to 
bring Insull back. The state depart- 
ment was still uncertain as to the 
steps that should be taken and offi- 
cials studied the many ramifications 
of the case. 

While Insull’s lawyers immediately 
protested the action of the Turkish 
government, it was announced that ne 
appeal is possible, and to make the 
situation more certain the national as- 
sembly ratified the extradition treaty

As a matter of fact, ‘business ob- 
servers have wondered whether the rer 
cent slackening in steel production 
may not have indicated that the 
spring peak has been reached. The 
American Iron and Steel Institute to- 
day estimated steel ingot production 
at 43.3 per cent of capacity, a decline 
of 2.4 percentage points from a week 


ago, 

But business does not always fol- 
low the seasonal pattern, and its 
leaders are counting heavily upon 
the renewed disposition of banks to 
lend, to bring the long-sought ex- 
panison of credit in coming nths, 
thus tending to keep recovery in mo- 
tion, and mitigate the usual indus- 
trial letdown between midspring and 
midsummer. 

Wage Increase Move Spreads. 

In the meantime, the movement to 
raise wages, and wherever possible 
to reduce working hours, is sprees: 
Prices in 80 lines, notably steel 
and automobiles. are rising. Business 
observers point out that a slow rise 
in prices may prompt more active 
consumer buying. similar to the buy- 
ing which took place before the NRA 
blanket code went into effect last 
summer. Sharp, sudden increases, 
such as might cause a buyers’ 
strike, it is expected, will be avoided. 

The 10 per cent wage increases 
announced in the steel and motor in- 
dustries in the past fortnight were 
followed by further boosts in miscel- 
laneous industries today. 

The statement of Mr. Taylor to 
United States Steel's stockholders, in 
view of his infrequent comments on 
business, attracted particular atten- 
tion.

After a survey dealing with 29 prin- 
cipal commodities they forecast 4.367.

Later in the week Jones plans to 
discuss with the banking committees 
of the house and senate a plan for 
expediting the public works program. 
Under the proposal, the proportion of 
the cost of public works projects which 
must be advanced by states and mu- 
nicipalities—70 per cent—would be 
lent them by the RFC.

AUTO DEATH TOLL 
SLUMPS I MARE 


Safety Drive Shows Tan- 
gible Results as Fatali- 
ties Drop to Two. 


Only two persons were killed in 
Atlanta in automobile accidents dur- 
ing the month of March as compared 
with an average of five and one-third 
fatalities each month for 1933, it was 
announced Monday by Jack Strouss, 
secretary of the Atlanta Motor Club, 
which is conducting a safety campaign 
in the city and state. Five persons 
were killed in March, 1933. 

Further efforts for safety and bet- 
ter control of traffic in Atlanta were 
contained Monday in an ordinance 
passed hy city council regarding traf- 
fie regulation on Peachtree street. In- 
troduced by the police committee, the 
ordinance is said to have the approval 
of Mayor Key and is to be signed by 
him at once. 

The act provides for traffic lights 
at the intersection of Peachtree, r- 
negie way, Forsyth and Pryor streets 
and regulates right and left turns 
there. Left turns off Peachtree street 
at Ellis are prohibited. 

Strouss, in his monthly report, 
pointed out that only 13 persons have 
been killed in the city during the 
first three months’ of this year, while 
in 1933, 19 automobile fatalities were 
recorded. 1 

The fewer deaths are the result of 
the care motorists are taking in ob- 
serving | traffic regulations, it was 
said, The safety campaign of the 
motor club has brought to the atten- 
tion of drivers that fatal accidents can 
be avoided practically in every case 
by the simple procedure of obeying the 
law.” Strouss asserted. 

Dewey Johnson, superintendent of 
electrical affairs of Atlanta, is now 
engaged in installing the “ripple” sys- 
tem of traffic lights on all main 
streets north of the railroad cut, 
which is a block south of Five Points. 
e ripple system will enable traffic 
to flow in a continual stream with- 
out stops through the busier sections 
of the city at a pace of about 18 
miles per hour.

It was pointed out at Monday’s 
council session that other cities of 
Georgia also are in stringent fiscal 
circumstances and that they need re- 
lief. It was the announced purpose 
of the projected meeting of mayors to 
obtain co-operation which would be 
beneficial to the entire state. 

The ordinance abolishing the posi- 

tions of one captain and one lieuten- 
ant in the police department was of- 
fered by Councilman William M. 
Rogers, of the seventh ward and a 
rt member of the police commit- 
ee. 
Rogers and others held that the po- 
lice committee had agreed not to elect 
a captain several weeks ago when 
council authorized two additional lieu- 
tenants for the department. The en- 
tire 1 police committee fought the 
reduction, but council voted it. 

Veto of the measure by Mayor 
James L. Key was predicted Monday. 
Maleom Faces ion, 


Councilman Aubrey Milam, of the 
police committee, said council's action 
in demoting the captain and striking 
a lieutenant from the official per 
sonnel of the police department 
might result in the forced assignment 
of Captain Jack Malcom to a watch. 

Malcom has been in charge of traf- 
fic for the last several weeks and it 
was the intention of the police com- 
mittee to keep him in that position, 
Chief of Police T. O. Sturdivant rec- 
ommended the elevations and both of- 
ficers were his choice. 

Among the provisions of the spe- 
cial charter revision committee are 
election of all department heads, with 
the exception of the city attorney and 
recorders, by council; consolidation of 
several council committees and aboli- 
tion of others. 

White's proposed revenue measure

‘UPHELD BY COURT 


Power To Tax Industry 
. Out of Existence. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.— (UP) 
The power of a state to tax indus- 
tries out of existence received the in- 
dorsement of the supreme court today 
when it upheld the validity of a 
Washington state tax of 15 cents per 
pound on oleomargarine. 

The opinion was written by Justice 
George Sutherland, conservative lead- 
er of the bench and was concurred in 
by all the rest of the court. In ef- 
fect, the opinion ruled that courts 
have no power to question the valid- 
ity of a tax so long as its wording 
makes it essentially a taxing statute. 

The decision was considered impor- 
tant because of its possible indica- 
tion of the court’s attitude toward 
processing taxes imposed under the 
recovery program on one farm prod- 
uct to prevent unfair competition 
with another. 

The case was brought by A. Mag- 
nano & Co., which charged that its 
$20,000 annual business was taxed 
out of existence, not for the purpose 
of raising revenue for the state, but 
to protect the state’s dairy farmers 
from the competition of oleomarga- 


rine. 
Two Other 

The opinion was oné of 17 handed 
down by the tribunal. At the same 
time it received two cases which it 
will be asked to determine before the 
end of the session. 

One involves the right to the fed- 
eral government to impose its $2-a- 
gallon internal revenue tax on liquors 
sold through the Ohio state dispen- 
sary system. Like many other states, 
Ohio adopted the state dispensary sys- 
tem to meet the problems of repeal. 
eA motion filed by Attorney-General 
John W. Bricker asks permission to 
file an original suit seeking to enjoin 
the commissioners of internal revenue 
from imposing the tax. The state con- 
tends that such an imposition is an 
infringement on the sovereign powers 
of Ohio and is unconstitutional. 

Other states having similar systems 
of dispensing liquor, notably Pennsyl- 
vania, are expected to intervene in the 
case,

The court upheld the Iowa state tax 
of 3 cents a gallon on gasoline as 
an excise tax payable by the consumer 
and not by the gasoline company 
which brought suit. 

Jurisdiction Disputed. 

Because a three-judge _ statutory 
court instead of the district court 
alone took jurisdiction of the attemot 
of Mississippi to tax pipe lines of the 
Interstate Natural Gas Company, 
passing through the state, the court 
remanded the case to the lower court 
for further action. 

Federal land banks were held en- 
titled to charge attorneys’ fees with- 
in reasonable amounts on foreclosure 
proceedings brought on mortgages 
made by the bank. This rule, how- 
ever. applies only in states where no 
specific state law prohibits the col- 
lection of such a fee. 

The court decided that it would 
give right-of-way to Mayor Fiorello 
H. LaGuardia’s fight on slot ma- 
chines in New York, by announcing it 
would hear his appeal from a Brook- 
lyn federal. court ruling which en- 
joined the New York police force from 
interfering with operation of the ma- 
chines without positive evidence of 
gambling. a

phernalia “the treasury Of organized 
crime.”

Dairy Farm Program 
To Be Offered Today 


The farm administration’s proposal 
to aid dairy farmers will be presented 
to dairy leaders of five southeastern 
states at a conference with agricul- 
tural adjustment officials here to- 
day. 

The farm administration has pro- 
posed the expenditure of approximate- 
ly $165,000,000 on the dairy adjust- 
ment program in return for a reduc- 
tion in the milk output by 10 per 
cent under the average volume of the 
1932 and 1033 base period. 

In addition to benefit payments to 
farmers, at least $5,000,000 will be 
used to finance distribution of milk 
to underfed children in urban centers. 
Another $5,000,000 will be used to 
finance distribution of good cows to 
needy farm families now without such 
animals. Another $5,000,000 may be 
used in eradication of bovine diseases. 

Farm adjustment officials here for 
the conference today and Weduesday 
said the plan is open to all dairymen. 
The program will be financed by a 
processing tax of one cent a pound on 
butterfat content, this figure to be in- 
creased gradually to five cents a 
pound as the supply comes under con- 
trol. There will ale be a compensa- 
tory tax on oleomargarine.

STATE’S BIGGEST MOTORCADE. 


It is appropriate that Georgia's 
greatest motorcade should cele- 
brate the completion of the paving 
of the final link of the highway 
from Atlanta to Savannah, via Cov- 
ington, Milledgeville, Swainsboro 
and Statesboro. 

The new all-paved highway will 
fonnect the two largest cities in 
the state, will pass through the two 
former capitals and traverse Geor- 
gia’s richest agricultural section. 

Heretofore even in dry weather 
the trip from Atlanta to Savannah 
by motor has been among the most 
difficult between points in north 
and south Georgia. In wet weather

In the magazine New Britain, 
trand R writes on the subject 
why he is neither a communist nor a 
fascist. His objections are a curious 
medley of rather bland observations. 
Without going into the matter at all 
he states, for instance, that he cannot 
believe in any dialectical necessity 
historical change. In other words, 
does not believe that mankind must of 
a necessity move forward, but may re- 
main stationary and even slip back. 

Now it is clear that nothing is static 

in this world and also that nothing is 
accidental. Toadstools spring up aft- 
er rain. The moon is eclipsed when 
the shadow of the earth falls on the 
lunar surface. When a river sises 
the dam bursts. If a man eats too 
much he becomes sick. There . 
ways a cause. Everything in “this 
world is in motion, in flux. There is 
nothing static. _ 4 
Mr. Russell may choose to believe 
that change does not move the human 
race forward, but right there comes 
into play the will of man himself. If 
we want a better world to live in, if 
we want a better commonwealth, it is 
up to ourselves to bring it about. This 
requires energy and initiative and even 
martyrs. But such idealists have 
mever been lacking and they are not 
lacking now. There are always men 
who are willing to row up against the 
stream, For the time being they may 
not be popular. They may seem dia- 
metrically opposed to current opinions. 
They are always in the minority. But 
let us not forget this either, all the 
worthwhile things in this world have 
always come from a minority. 
Mr. Russell wants to steer a middle 
course apparently between fascism 
and socialism. So do many others. 
We look at Russia and we shrink back 
in horror from the sheer agony of the 
flesh which accompanied the revolu- 
tion there, even when, as we can see 
now, that event meant a stupendous 
act of emancipation. We equally de- 
test the ruthlessness and the violence 
employed by the fascists in setting up 
their dictatorships in Italy ande Ger- 
many and elsewhere. We would like 
to go on living under liberal, demo- 
cratic institutions and in this country 
we certainly will, so long as Mr. 
Roosevelt stands at the helm of things. 
Yet, on the other hand, those violent 
wrenches, as occurred in Germany, 
Italy and other lands, do not come 
about by the mere whim of man. The 
dictatorships are the outcome of defi- 
nite historic events.

SIGNIFICANT STOCK SHOWS. 


The large participation by Geor- 
gia live stock breeders in the 
shows being held this week at Sa- 
vannah and Albany, and the high 
class of the cattle exhibited, is en- 
couraging evidence of the rapid 
development made by the live 
stock industry in the state during 
the past few years. 

Until a decade ago there were 
but few blooded cattle in Georgia, 
the herds in existence being more 
in the nature of hobbies of their 
owners than as integral parts of a 
state-wide industry. 

Now every section of the state 
has numerous herds of blooded live 
stock and these herds are being 
constantly improved through the 
injection of prize-winning strains. 
So rapidly has the industry de- 
veloped that where in former years 
all the blooded cattle in Georgia 
were animals brought to the state 
from the west, now Georgia-raised 
stock are being shipped away to 
improve the grade of western herds. 

No section of the country is bet- 
ter suited to cattle raising than the 
| central and southern parts of Geor- 
| gia. Here the herds can graze the 
year around, the cost of feed is 
far less than elsewhere and pay- 
ments to labor much lower. 

These advantages have been re- 
sponsible for the rapid development 
of the live stock industry in Geor- 
| gia, despite the handicap of unfair 
rates of pay enforced by the large 
packing houses who dominate the 
meat markets of the country. 

Fortunately, the live stock indus- 
try in Georgia has now assumed 
proportions that will enable it to 
successfully combat the unfair prac- 
tices of the packing concerns. AS 
2 result, it can de confidently 
stated that the future will see an 
even more rapid development of 
the raising of beef cattle in the 
State.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 2.— 
(P- Acting to save a federal loan and 
grant of $1,765,000 for the state hos- 
pital for nervous diseases, Governor 
Futrell today called the Arkansas leg- 
islature into special session at noon 
next Monday for the third time dur- 
ing his administration. 

The governor's decision was made 
after the state construction commis- 
sion had met to consider two con- 
tracts tentatively approved by the pub- 
lie works administration, and had 
adopted a resolution asking him to call 
the session so that legislation, re- 
quired under the contract might be 
enacted. 

Allotment of the funds for comple- 
tion of the new hogpital project at 
Benton and repairs and additions to 
the present hospital in use here, has 
been delayed by the public works ad- 
ministration because the funds could 
not be disbursed through the state 
treasury without a specific appropria- 
tion act. 

The proclamation issued by Gov- 
ernor Futrell contained only the one 
subject. 

In a statement supplementing the 
call Governor Futrell called attention 
to the crowded conditions at the state 
hospital here, describing the situation 
as “horrible.”

Georgia Congressman Seeks 
To Ban Politics; Atlanta 
Fights for Aviation Place. 


While leaders in aviation in At- 
lanta fought to retain the city as an 
air mail terminal in the new govern- 
mental setup, Congressman John 8. 
Wood, of the ninth Georgia district, 
Monday announced that he would iay 
a comprehensive aviation bill, designed 
to place the air mail industry under 
permanent regulation, before the lower 
house today. 

Under the plans of the government 
at present in calling for new air mail 
contracts, Atlanta’s place in the avia- 


tion sun as the third most important 
aviation city will be lost. The new 
plans call for only two stopovers at 
Candler field, whereas the field for- 
merly served as the aviation hub of 
the southeast with five major lines 
using it as a terminus. 

. Congressman Wood, himself an avia- 
tion leader who served in the air 
corps during the World War, said his 
bill will ask that the air mail indus- 
try be placed on a permanent regula- 
tory basis similar to that provided for 
the railroads of the country through 
the interstate commerce commission 

“The bill will take the whole sub- 
ject of air mail out of politics,” Wood 
declared on the eve of its presentation 
to the House. 

The Georgia congressman has con- 
ferred extensively with leaders in the 
aviation industry and with Senator 
Pat McCarran, democrat, of Nevada, 
who is the author of à legislative 
proposal which has already been in- 
troduced in the upper house.. 

“The bill is not designed to pla- 
cate anyone, but represents an effort 
to work out a comprehensive system 
of air transportation by a non-parti- 
san commission,” Congressman Wood 
said. 

Jesse Draper, prominent Atlantan 
who is president of the ‘Atlanta Aero 
Club, indorsed a proposal for a fed- 
eral commission plan and urged that

Imperils Tariff Plans 


WASHINGTON, April 2—@M)—. 
By upsetting a coal tariff provision of 
the 1932 revenue act today, the court 
of customs appeals set the Roosevelt 
administration to wondering about the 
possible effect of the decision on its 
proposed tariff reciprocity program. 
The court ruled that most-favored- 
nation treaties entitled British and 
German coal to the same free entry 
accorded coal imports from Canada 
and Mexico. 

In so doing, it, in effect, nullified 
a provision of the 1932 revenue law, 
which provided for a 10 cents per 100 
pounds duty on coal from nations 
which in the preceding calendar year 
shipped more to this country than 
they imported from the United 
States. 

The administration tariff program 
contemplates new pacts which would 
grant concessions to countries that 
grand concessions to the United 
States.

Unanimous Decision 
Gives Commission Right 
to Fix Intrastate Rates. 


A case originating in Florida in- 
volving rates charged by the Atlantic 
Coast Line railroad from points in 
Florida to destinations in Georgia was 
the basis of a unanimous decision of 
the supreme court of the United 
States on Monday which definitely 
established the authority of the in- 
terstate commerce commission over 
intrastate rates. 

The case, commonly known as the 
Florida Log Rate case, involved rates 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission attempted to regulate in Au- 
. 1928. The rates fixed by the 
, 6. C. were higher than the intra- 
state rates fixed by the Florida rail- 
road commission and were attacked by 
the state Of Florida and others on 
various grounds, 

A three-judge tribunal, composed of 
Circuit Judge Samuel 8. Sibley, Dis- 
trict Judge E. Marvin Underwood and 
District 
sitting here in the district court for 
the northern district of Georgia, held 
that the I. C. C. rates should be up- 
held. This ruling was overturnet hy 
the supreme court on the ground that 
the I. C. C. had not made sufficiently 
definite findings. 

A rehearing then was had before 
the I. C. C. and later before the 
courts with the result that the inter- 
state commerce commission’s rates 
have now become final. The rates 
involved were those over the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company and 
the company was represented by the 
law firm of Alston, Alston, Foster & 
Moise, of Atlanta. 

The supreme court’s decision, de- 
livered by Chief Justice Hughes, em- 
phasized that congress had granted 
specific authority to the commission 
to remove discriminations against in- 
terstate commerce caused by intra- 
state rates. Under this authority, 
the court declared, the commission 
had power to determine whether in- 
trastate railroad rates made by states 
were prejudicial or discriminatory to 
interstate railroads. | 

The opinion declared that the evi- 
dence before the commission at its 
hearings had warranted the finding by 
the commission that the continuance 
of the low intrastate rates would re- 
sult in greatly decreasing the reve- 
nues of the Atlantic Coast Line and 
had warranted the commission in fix- 
ing the intrastate rates on logs not 
only to prevent discrimination against 
interstate commerce but also properly 
to tage the revenues of the rail- 
roads.

Insull was removed from the Maio- 
tis yesterday, by force, and was 
placed in the Hotel Ayban after a 
hearing at the penal court when three 
judges ordered his detention on the 
ground that the charges in Illinois 
constitute a “common crime” in Tur- 


ey. 

He dined Sunday night on cham- 
pagne and cavair and apparently had 
a refreshing sleep, for he was up early 
today. Obtaining permission to con- 
sult his lawyer, Insull ate a hearty 
breakfast, asked for newspapers, and 
then was taken to Galata under es- 
cort for the legal conference. 

Five detectives were assigned to 
him and they kept him under the clos- 
est surveillance while he went to the 
suburban district to talk things over 
with armed Essad Bey, a Turkish at- 
torney. 8 

After that conference. Insull was 
taken to the Hotel London. in Pera. 
another suburban town, where he re- 
mained while the authorities took 
steps to bring about his formal ar- 
rest. 

There he had lunch and enjoyed a 
short nap. Still permitted technical 
liberty. Insull set out for a walk in 
the afternoon, the detectives follow- 
ing. 

When he was seen to leave the ho- 
tel, a crowd of curious persons set 
out in pursuit and this so annoyed 
him that he returned, changed some 
dollars into Turkish currency, bought 
some newspapers and settled down in 
the hotel lounge to read.

Round-trip bus rates would be not 
less than 180 per cent of one way. 
Where highway mileage is 80 per cent 
or less than the competing rail route, 
the rail base rate per mile may be 
charged for the actual highway mile- 
age covered.

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
Georgia public service commission, 
said Monday that he had not been 
notified of the NRA agreement be- 
twen railroads and bus lines of this 
section on rates.

If approved, the NRA agreement 
will have the effect of eliminating the 
less than two cent rates. 

W. F. Arrington, regional man- 
ager for the Southeastern Greyhound 
lines, said the agreement would result 
in a slight increase in bus fares in 
this area. 

“Most of our hauls are now made 
on station to station rates but they 
are lower than those prescribed in the 
agreement,” Mr. Arrington said. “It 
will not make a great deal of dif-

The latter, in his opinion, can be done 
for the masses only by the employ- 
ment of “financial factories —or in- 
vestment houses—which are equipped 
and scientifically prepared to obtain 
the most lucrative returns on the 
money used. 

Mr. Brown spoke Monday morning 
to students of Georgia Tech, and Mon- 
day afternoon to the Atlanta Clearing 
House Association. He will speak 
this morning to students of Emory 
University.

SHARP EARNINGS GAIN 


PHILADELPHIA, April 2.—(#)— 
The annual report of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, issued to- 
day. shows that the net income for 
1933 was $19,281,169, an increase of 
$5.707,633 over 1932. 

The net income represented 2.93 per 
cent on the capital stock, compared 
with 2.06 per cent earned in the 
previous year. 

The total operating revenues for 
1933 amounted to $324,715,814, a de- 
crease of $368,422,917, or 53.2 per 
cent, compared with 1929. The oper- 
ating expenses in the same four-year 
period were reduced 54.7 per cent. 
As compared with 1932, the report 
says every major item of operating 
revenue declined except freight, which 
inereased $3,620,391, reflecting the up- 
ward trend of production during part 
of the year.

In the South Pacific, 400 miles 
from the coast of Chile, is a famous 
island. It is called Juan Fenandez 
or Goat island, and is known as the 
one-time home of Alexander Selkirk, 
the man whose life suggested the story 
of “Robinson Crusoe.”

The old sea rover, William Dam- 
pier, declared that this very same is- 
land had been the home of an Indian 
“castaway” years before Selkirk went 
there. 

The name of the Indian we do not 
know, but he is said to have been a 
native of the Mosquito coast of Cen- 
tral America. He was taken to the 
island by English sailors; and was 
left there. by accident. when the sail- 
ors ran away upon the aprpoach of 
three Spanish ships. That was in

Dam- 
pier continues, “he had a little house 
or but! which was lined with goat- 
skin. His couch, of sticks, was spread 
with the same, as was all his bedding. 
He had no clothes left. having worn 
out those he had brought from Wat- 
ling’s ship, but only a skin about his 
waist.” 

It was 20 years after the rescue 
of the Indian that Selkirk, the Scotch 
sailor, was left on the same island 
after a dispute with a sea captain. 
Four years and five months later, a 
vessel piloted by Dampier came sail- 
ing to the island and took Selkirk 
away.

TO CURB LYNCHING 


NEW YORK, April 2.—()—On 
the ground that “the recurrence of the 
monstrous evil of lynching is a con- 
tinued national menace and disgrace” 
the executive committee of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ 
in America has adopted a resolution 
“that national legislation is a moral 
necessity” to prevent it. 

This horrible crime jeopardizes 
the very authority and majesty of the 
law, threatens the fundamental prin- 
ciple of the sacredness of personality 
set forth in the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and outrages every vestige of human 
conscience,” said the resolution as 
made public today by the Rev. Dr.

Robert Tyre Jones Jr., a director of the Atlanta baseball 
club, saw his first game yesterday, watching the Atlanta Crack- 
ers defeat the Toronto nine 5 and 4. 

Watching Jones watch a baseball game is rather interesting. 
His attention is drawn, perhaps unconsciously, to 8 detail 
of each batter’s swing. The timing of it, the probabilities of 
how much of the weight is behind and in the swing, and other 
elements of the swing are checked without comment by his 


quick eyes. | 
All golfers of ability are concerned with the golf 

swing as the most essential part of one’s game. 

the golfers, by the use of slow motion pictures, have 

been able to measure and see every bit of action in the . 

swing. 

The result is, or will be, that the swing will be standardized 
as to certain fundamentals. The P. G. A.’s platform for 1934, 
as outlined by George Jacobus, the national president, has for 
its purpose the collecting of all available data on the golf 
swing. 


The professional teachers know that research has 
given them all the mechanics of the swing. All that is 
left is to determine just how to explain to the duffer 
what to do with his hips, his hands, his left arm and 
his weight—to mention a few of the details—and to 
teach him how to synchronize them. 

Baseball might have been doing some invaluable research 
work by having close studies made of the slow-motion pictures 
of various baseball swings and batting stances. If it were pos- 
sible now to have clinics on swings by Honus Wagner, Ty Cobb, 
Willie Keeler and Babe Ruth they would be of great value. 
The Bahe’s, of course, are available. 

Each batter will have his own style but there is no getting 
away from the fact that the fundamentals of the, baseball swing 
must be as definite and as well defined as the golf swing. 


NEEDLING SPREADS. 

No sooner was the war launched against necdling race 
horses than the golf manufacturers begin giving golf balls a 
shot in the arm. 

The needled golf ball has the local duffers in a state com- 
monly know as agog. Those who used four wood shots, or 
three and an iron, to reach the greens 500 yards distant are 
getting there with two. 

It made its appearance here over the past week-end 
and Sunday was the happiest day the golf duffers of 
Atlanta have ever had. They were getting distance. 
The fact that it was accomplished with a hopped-up ball 
made no difference. They were giving it a ride. 

It gets, so the duffers report, from 10 to 20 additional yards 
one’s shots.

Georgia F ields 
And Streams

The first snake to get into the 1934 
collection was brought in today by 
James R. Cain, who caught it at 
Sunnyside in Spalding county. Cain is 
a fine collector. He brought in the 
specimens that extended the range of 
Plethodon cinereus a good 50 miles 
south, and has shown the range of 
the painted turtles to approach the 
geological fall line. These extensions 
are not of any small importance; 
either, from a standpoint of the study 
of animal distribution, The present 
specimen has no such value, but is 
very interesting for all that. 

It is just a common water snake. 
It is known as Natrix sipedon. i 
means but little, and I really should 
not be giving technical names to the 
specimen before I kill it and make a 
critical examination of the scale 
characters. 

Water snakes are very destructive 
to fish life. I understand from C. C. 
James, the superintendent of the state 
fish hatchery at Summerville, that he 
kills many of these water snakes dur- 
ing the course of a year. It costs a 
good deal to feed these vicious snakes 
rninbow trout, and Mr, James has a 
32-caliber pistol that he uses for noth- 
ing in the world but killing snakes 
around the hatchery. I have seen one 
specimen choked on a fish that was 
too big for him, and I have heard 
of another that tried to swallow a 
catfish. Fish did not like the idea and 
proceeded to kill the snake by ram- 
ming some of those head spines 
through the snake and cutting him 
open from the inside out. The story 
continues by saying that both the 
contestants died. A better ending 
would have been that the fish cut 
his way out and swam away. The 
original story, however, probably has 
more than a grain of truth. 

I have opened some of these snakes 
that had eaten fish six inches long. 
The toll they exact from the minnow 
tribe must be enormous and I hate 
to think what they could do over the 
spawning beds of bream. 

The common water water snakes , 
in the vicinity of Atlanta are not 
moecasins, in spite of the name that 
is commorly given them. They are 
not venomous and their bite will not 
be fatal from any actual venom. 
would like to caution the reader, how- 
ever, that the mouths of these snakes 
are not the cleanest —% - in the 
world, and that it is not impossible 
that blood poison develop from such 
a bite. The bite of a venomous snake 
will appear as two small punctures; 
that of a nonvenomous species as a 
row of tooth marks.

The heart suit, of course, is 
retty bad, but since it was not 
id originally, North cannot be 
seriously misled and must know 
that this suit is shaded. 


3— This is a very daring bid. From 
the bidding South has every rea- 
son to suspect that the adverse 
hearts will break badly. However, 

knowing that North cannot have 

much outside honor strength, South 
has considerable reason to hope 
that North holds at least five 
trumps instead of just four. 

In the play of the hand West opened 
the queen of clubs, which Mr. Fry won 
with the ace in his own hand.

WASHINGTON, April 2-0 0 
Congress laid aside legislative duties 
today to pay a final tribute to Repre- 
sentative Edward W. Pou, of North 
Carolina. 

At a joint funeral service, presided 
over by Vice President Garner and 
Speaker Rainey and attended by Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who came in 
the absence from the city of the presi- 
dent, members of senate and house 
heard democratic and republican lead- 
ers unite in praising the late dean 
of the house. 

Members of the supreme court. nu- 
merous high governmental officials 
and friends of the man who had served 

years as a member of the house 
crowded about his bier. 

After the ceremony the body was 
removed to Pou’s private office where

Dr. James Shera Montgomery, the 
house chaplain, opened today’s service 
with a prayer.

Speaker Rainey, who served more 
than 30 years with Pou, eulogized the 
North Carolinian. 

Former Rules Committee Head. 

“During the period of the World 
War he was chairman of the great 
rules committee of the house and 
again during the present war against 
depression he occupied that dignified, 
powerful and influential position,” the 
speaker said. 

“He carried on even during the last 


three years when his physical powers 
were weakened, but his mind remain- 
ed perfectly clear and intensely active 


during his years of illness, and he 
was found always and until the last 
few days of his life at his post here 
in the house of representatives, dis- 
charging efficiently and ably the im- 
portant duties of his position. 


Representative Snell, of New York, 

who had served with Pou on the rules 
committee, said: 
“Ed Pou was more than just an 
ordinary member. His influence was 
more than just what he said in de- 
bate. His constituents recognized this 
in keeping him here to serve them. He 
was fast approaching the record set 
by the late Gilbert N. Haugen for the 
longest continuous service in the 
house. This long service, his personal 
charm, and his fine ability just nat- 
urally spread a stabilizing influence 
over all with whom he came in con- 
tact. | 


“In these troublous times the coun- 
try can ill afford to lose a man of 
the fine character and mental equip- 
ment of our friend Pou.” 


Mrs. Pou, the. widow, her son, 
George Ross Pou, of Raleigh. chair- 
man of the North Carolina highway 
commission. two daughters, grandchil- 
dren and James H. Pou, a brother of 
her late husband, sat close by during 
the services. s 

Roosevelt Sends Message. 

Earlier, Mrs. Pou received a mes- 
sage from President Roosevelt off the 
Florida coast. saying: 

“Deeply grieved: to learn of the 
death of your husband. My sincerest 
sympathy to you and yours.” 

Speaker Rainey named Represent- 
atives Weaver, Bulwinkle and Clarke, 
of North Carolina, and Martin, of 
Massachusetts, as the official house 
funeral committee.
